Ombudsman-Who?-May 
Solve Some Problems

San Jose State College has established a va'uable model for all 
colleges in the area of student’s rights. It appears that Sacramento 
State is ready to follow che San Jose precedent. 

At SJS fraternities and sororities have been placed on probation 
until they submit plans to end racial discrimination; only equal- 
opportunity employers may recruit on campus through the place- 
ment office; The Spartan Daily newspaper will not accept advertising 
from apartment house and renta! owners who do not promise to rent 
to any race. 

How have these advances been brought about’? Through the in- 
sight of College President Robert D. Clark and the ‘‘tremendous 
amount of guts’’ of Rev. J. Benton White, Clark appointed White to 
the position of campus ombudsman, 

That ‘‘guts’’ statement comes from one of Rev, White’s greatest 
supporters and the leader of the United Black Students for Action, 
Professor Harry Edwards. The UBSA, you will recall, was the group 
which forced the cancellation of the Spartan football game with Texas 
Western University 

Students, faculty and administrators now are seekin, to implement 
a similar program at Sacramento State to fulfill the need for airing 
student’s grievences. 

Do not bother to look for an English language definition of the word 
‘“‘ombudsman.’’ You can’t find one, However, a description of the 
position can be found in a legal pamphlet issued by Columbia University: 

‘“‘The office of Ombudsman is an independent, high level officer 
who receives complaints, who pursues inquiries into the matters 
involved and who makes recommendations for suitable action, He may 
also investigate on his own motion, He makes periodic public reports. 
His remedial weapons are persuasion, criticism and publicity, He 
cannot as a matter of law reverse administrative action.’’ 

Exactly what powers the local ombudsman should have has not 
been decided, In fact little has been decided, except possibly, that 
there is definite need for such an officer. 

At present the Academic Senate arid the Student Senate are joined 
in an effort to establish the post. Both bodies have endorsed ‘‘in 
principle the establishment of the office.... to serve all members of 
the college community in matters of individual rights as a resource, 
point of referral, and as a reviewer of differences, He would ... 
make recommendations to appropriate offices or bodies on areas of 
concern, for review and/or improvement,”’ 

Academic Vice President Otto Butz does not feel that the above 
defined powers go far enough. 

“I think it doesn’t go far enough, The ombudsman,’’ maintains 
Butz, ‘‘should be able to refer the problem to some sort of grievance 
committee...which would have power to take some kind of action.” 

‘‘His principle power would be publicity,’’ asserts Student Body 
President Jan Eakes, Fakes feels that even if the ombudsman is not 
given great enforcement powers, the value of the position is still 
appearent, 

According to Associate Dean of Students Margaret McKoane, 
‘the time is right’’ to begin the program, Eakes feels that there is 4 
good chance that the office will be created. 

‘*The only trouble it might have would be in the Academic Senate,’’ 
says Eakes, where the duties of the ombudsman might directly con- 
front some faculty members. 

‘If it doesn’t get through I’m sure the Student Senate will establish 
a grievance committee... They may do it anyway,” continues Eakes. 

As tar as the college administration is concerned, Butz says, 
‘‘In my view the Administration ought to do everything possible to 
create and support the role —- to hear all kinds of student complaints.” 

It is possible that the office might be established by the beginning 
of next semester, Right now it depends on the findings of the joint 
committee of students and faculty which has been set up to investi- 
gate and make proposals for the creation of the office. 

Says Dean McKoane, ‘‘a joint committee of students and faculty 
would establish criteria and recommend a person to fill the position 
to Dr. Johns (College President Dr, Robert Johns), who would probably 
make the final selection, 

Who could be found to fill the post’? ‘‘It’s got to be someone with 
the respect of both the students and faculty,’’ she continues, 

Butz, who admits that he has not been around long enough to know 
all of the faculty, feels that there are some members of the faculty 
who have enough integrity and who ‘‘are not afraid’’ to tackle the 
challenging office. 

Butz named Dr’s. Robert Thompson, John Livingston and Willis 
Folsom as possibilities. 

Eakes sees difficulties in naming a member of the present faculty 
or administration. ‘‘He will want to protect his position. He’s going 
to want his old job back later. I think we should go off campus’’ 
to find an ombudsman, 

In any case, there are several problems which will have to be 
ironed out. Although there is no pressing emergency demanding 
the creation of the office of ombudsman, the Academic and Student 
Senates should do everything possible to speed the creation of the post,

tion of the Draft Board, Colonel 
Delmore E, John, to make an ap- 
pearance before the crowd, He 
explained that anyone interested 
in consulting the Draft Board 
was welcome to, with a limit 
of 15 persons at a time, The 
police were called in to main- 
tain order in the elevator line, 
and no violence erupted. 

One high-point of the demon- 
stration was the turning in ofa 
draft card by Larry Spencer. 
He announced ‘‘Your system 
is legitimate, but I can’t go it.”’ 
Another demonstrator burned his 
draft card, 

Public opinion on the dem- 
onstration was split evenly, with 
the elderly bystanders staunchly 
backing the marchers, ‘‘I’m 
ashamed,’’ one younger gentle- 
man exclaimed. ‘‘These people 


have no business doing this. In 
1919 they would have been 
jailed,’’ 

Charles Hoff, a current en- 
listee, had this to say about the 
demonstration: ‘‘This is stupid! 
All those long-haired goofs! I'd 
like to bust each one of them wide 
open!”’ Later, as he addressed 
the group, he met stern resis- 
tance from them. 

‘I think this demonstration 
is great,’’ quipped Dick Reyn- 
olds. ‘‘These demonstrztions are 
being held all over the country, 
and we feel they are serving 
their purpose—that of bringing 
this draft problem into light.’ 

The demonstrations succed- 
ed in its purpose — it closed down 
the Draft Board for a period of 
about an hour, Eventually they 
hope to close it for good, 

At 11:25 the demonstrators 
left the grounds of their own 
free will, At 12:05 Federal Mar- 
shalls arrived to jail them. Ken 
Dursa of Draft Resistance Union 
was in favor of going to jail, 
but the other leaders felt that 
they had accomplished their goal, 
and there would be no sense in 
getting jailed. 

Sugar concluded, ‘‘But we are 
going back, and will continue to go 
back, and continue to talk to 
people, and continue as long as 
the war in Vietnam continues,”’

The first constitutional 
mendment wou!d change from two 
and one-half to four per cent 
the percentage of the total stu- 
dentry that a schoo! or division 
must make up before it will have 
its own representative on the 
Senate, The amendment, written 
by Senate Chairman John E. Sut- 
ter and business representative 
Eddie Lee, is aimed at bringing 
the Senate closer to the ‘‘one 
man, one vote’’ ideal of rep- 
resentation, 

If passed, the amendment will 
have the effect of combining the 
schools of education and social 
work under one representative. 

The second proposed consti- 
tutional arnendment would change 
the terminology of the election 
statutes so that qualifications for 
ASSSC offices, i.e., units com- 
pleted, semesters at SSC, would 
have to be met by potential can- 
didates at the time they assume 
office rather than at the time 
they run. 

The text of the two amend- 
ments is as follows; (sections in 
parentheses are as the statutes 
previously read), 

Constitutional Amendment I 

Article IV, Section 2, B, ASSSC 
Constitution: The twelve mem- 
bers elected from among the 
schools, divisions and undeclared 
majors area shall be apportioned 
among these areas according to 
the population of students major- 
ing in the respective areas; this 
approtionment shall be de- 
termined on the basis of the most 
recent figures available from the 
college registrar. Any school or 
autonomous division in which 
fewer than (two and one half 
four per cent of the students of 
the college are majoring shall 
be (regarded as part of the un- 
declared majors area and shall 
be represented accordingly) 
combined with other schools and 
autonomous divisions of less than 
four per cent in a combination 
determined by the Senate by sta- 
tute for the purposes of rep- 
resentation, Such combinations 
shall elect one representative 
and there may be more than one 
combination. If there is only 
one school containing less than 
four per cent of the student 
population majoring in that school 
or autonomous division, then for 
purposes of representation 
it shall be regarded as a part 
of the undeclared majors area, 
Constitutional Amendment I 

This amendment inserts the 
words ‘‘prior to assuming office’’ 
after all qualifications listed in 
Section I and Section 5 of Article 
VI, which sets forth qualifica- 
tions for assuming office.

Dee Anne The United Students 
candidate has worked with left 
and liberal student groups on 


campus to form her platform, 
taking pains to include issues 
which affect YOU also. Her plat- 
form calls for a guideline of a 
$2.50 / hr. wage for students on 
campus jobs, reorganization of 
the Hornet Foundation Board of 
Directors ‘‘to give the studentsa 
majority voice on the board and 
that all Hornet Foundation profits 
be turned over to the ASSC for 
disbursement.”’ 

Dee Anne strikes a further 

blow at student exploitation ad- 
vocating ‘‘The bookstore and food 
services sustain a genera! over- 
all cut in prices, while the SBE 
is expanded.”’ 
The platform ofDee Anne Durst 
addresses itself to the question 
of discrimination, ‘‘both planned 
and de facto.’’ Recognizing the 
environmental! disadvantages 
facing minority students, Dee Ann 
calls for the implementation of 
‘‘a program of preferential ad- 
missions for lower-income and 
minority students’’ AND says 
the college should ‘‘at the same 
time provide a means of support 
for these people.’’ 


The maturity of Dee Anne’s 
platform in relating to issues of 
a broader scope than the tradi- 
tional ‘‘student’’ issues under- 
lines her statement that ‘‘Stu- 
dents, like all other groups in 
society, have a right to or- 
ganize and to bargain coliec- 
tively ... including faculty and 
staff unions.’’ 


Her platform states ‘‘Be- 
cause the Vietnam War and the 
Selective Service system are 
violations of both human and ci- 
vil rights, we feel that we must 
oppose them not only privately, 
but publiciy,’’ 

Dee Anne would support an 
expanded Cultural Programs al- 
location, the construction of an 
auditorium and a free speech 
area, the expansion of all stu- 
dent publications with ASSSC 
funds, and even occassional hap- 
penings and free food days in 
the quad sponsored by the ASSSC, 
She favors the elimination of 
the parking fees, payment of 
all parking fines to the ASSSC 
and reduced fare cards for stu- 
dents who ride a bus to SSC, 

Dee Anne Durst is basing her 
campaign on a platform which has 


evolved out of a genuine concern 
of many on campus who fee! stu- 
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dents should no longer wait to 
address themselves to the real 
issues —student and human 
rights, Hornet Foundation and 
food and book prices, parking 
problems the right to dissent. 
Dee Anne has raised the is- 
sues, and offered new alterna- 
tives to solve the problems fac- 
ing us, ‘‘Student apathy’’ so 
called, has been due in part 
to the lack of candidates who have 
raised significant issues in a 
palatable manner, We now have

Student Government or Pres- 
sure Group, Student Government 
was originally conceived to play 
a creative role in defining and in 
enforcing the rights and obliga- 
tions of students and organiza- 
tions on campus, Certain mem- 
bers of our student government 
the president and certain mem- 
bers of the Student Senate, have 
invisioned a new role for stu- 
dent government at play, that of 
a pressure group, an organiza- 
tion for taking stands on certain 
issues and distributing propa- 
ganda. 


I have no objection to this 
so iong as the stands taken are 
on students on issues like the 
draft or tuition which directly 
affects their rights and iiabili- 
ties as students. However, the 
trend of our student government 
is toward becoming 4 pressure 
group engaging in political ac- 
tivity on behalf of a particular 
ideoiogical viewpoint on politi- 
cal issues affecting the whole 
community at large. 


The Appologists of the ide- 
ologist pressure group concept 
are quick to claim, whenever a 
propaganda statement otherwise 
known as a Student Senate reso- 
lution happens to coincide with 
the majority opinion of the stu- 
dents, that the Student Senate is 
representing the students of SSC, 
These individuals, however, have 
shown that they are primarily 
interested in promoting their ide- 
ology (in this case the New Left 
ideology), and could really care 
less what the majority of the stu- 
dents think. 


There are several reasons 
that I object to our student gov- 
ernment becoming a pressure 
group on behalf of any ideology. 

Minority Rights, One require- 
ment for becoming a member of 
the ASSSC is to purchase a stu- 


dent body card (13 bucks). This 
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money helps support the activi- 
ties of the ASSSC Government, 
I don’t see any justice in making 
the student contribute to the pro- 


motion of any ideology which he 
may find repugnant. 

No Dialogue, The debate that 
preceeds a Student Senate Reso- 
lution is usually inconsequential. 
The Senate session generally 
lasts only two hours. There’s 
usually a lot of other items that 
the Senate must deal with, On 
any one issue each representa- 
tive is allowed 10 minutes speak - 
ing time; each observer is al- 
lowed only two two-minute 
speeches. 

Most representatives don’t 
know about an oncoming resolu- 
tion to be discussed until a couple 
of hours before session begins. 
Even in cases where they know 
ahead of time about a resolution, 
the only person prepared to say 
anything is the one who introduc od 
it. The ‘‘dialogue’’ thus consists 
of an exchange of gut reactions. 
Also most of the debate centers 
around extraneous issues, and 
little concern is actually shown 
for the actual merits of a 
resolution, 


It is apparent that the main 
aim of the organized efforts be- 
hind one of my. opponents is to 
continue the shift of emphasis 
of our ASSSC Government from 
that of being a yovernment to 
that of being a pressure group. 
This organization, the so-called 
United Students, has 4s its ulti- 
mate end the use of the student 
government to further their own 
political ends, getting the United 
States out of Vietnam. I am in 
this campaign not to der them 
the right to desent, whichis their 
Constitutiona! right, but to deny 
them the use of the student 
government.

Glen Fishback one of the 
world’s most renowned photog-~- 
raphers began his career with a 
tnirty-mine cent camera, A friend 
took a picture of him in 1934 
with a small Univex camera, 
The picture so fascinated him 
that he decided to buy a camera 
for himself, That was the be- 
ginning of the career of a man 
who became known world-wide 
for his excellence in photography. 
Sacramento State College is ex- 
tremely fortunate in having this 
man as a faculty member, He is 
currently teaching a class entit- 
led ‘‘Creative Photography’’ in 
the art department, 

From 1937 to 1939 Fishback 
worked as a staff photographer 
for the Sacramento Bee, He spent 
the next 17 years managing his 
own commercial! studio. In 1956 
he sold his studio and began to 
do free lance work, Glen Fish- 
back’s pictures have adorned 
such publications as Life, Look, 
Holiday, Saturday Evening Post 
and many others. He is credited 
with over 100 magazine covers, 
In addition to this work he is 
also very active in advertising 
photography. As one of very few 
photographers to gain the dis- 
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passed by the Senate. Each Sen- 
ate representative is just that: 
a representative of those students 
who voted for him, therefore 
placing their confidence in his 
willingness to act in their be- 
half, | propose to publicize con- 
troversial issues before they are 
discussed in order to facilitate 
better understanding of the is-

He is extremely valuable as 
a teacher because of his versi- 
tility, Rather than spending his 
career in a narrow specializa- 
tion, Fishback has done work in 
all types of photography, inclu- 
ding portraits, action shots, 
scenics and advertising. His 
architectural photography has 
earned him the reputation as 
being one of the top craftsman 
in this field on the Pacific Coast, 

He has won 10 first places 
in major national and inter- 
national photographic contests 
and over $10,000 in prizes which 
represents the best competition 
record ever compiled by any 
photographer in the world. Fish- 
back’s color pictures have been 


In 1934 this 39¢ camera started 
Fishback on his ¢ career. 
featured in the International 
Exposition of Photography in 
Washington D.C, and at the 
World’s Fairs in Brussels, 
Seattle, and New York. 
According to Fishback, pho- 
tography is as much an art of 
expression as painting, litera- 
ture, or music, A camera is as 
much the equipment of the pho- 
tographer as an ease! and brush 
are for the painter. A photo- 
grapher has such means as 
lighting, focusing, and angle to 
express his creative idea. Light- 
ing can be used to accentuate 
shadows or highlight a particular 
segment of the subject. Focusing 
can create a mood. A photogra- 
pher can use a very fine focus 
for a detailed picture or he can 
bring the camera out of focus to 
create a mood of softness. An 
unusual angle may expose a sub- 
ject ina way never before noticed, 
Some people, according to 
Fishback, consider photography 
as merely a glorified hobby, 
This concept is refuted by its 
widespread use. Virtually every 
field of business and many tech- 
nical fields use photography in 
some form or another, Photo- 
graphers are employed in such 
fields as medicine, journalism, 
business and law, just to name a 
few. Television, one of the most 
widely acclaimed and used in- 
ventions of this century by which 
we are affected every day of our 
lives, is one form of photography. 
As Glen Fishback summarized 
the situation ‘‘People are so 
widely exposed to photography 
that they take it for granted.’’ 
For instance, if the television 
stations around the nation went 
off the air for a day, the people 
would undoubtediy miss it, Yet, 


these same people are unaware 
of the connection between tele- 
vision and photography. 

According to Fishback, be- 
cause of this widespread use, 
some people discalim photog- 
raphy as commercialized, The 
claim to commercialism is only 
a reflection of a certain degree 
of professionalism, The highest 
ideals of professionalism will not 
allow one to compromise 
his ideals for the sake of a dol- 
lar. If a person can get paid 
for a job well done, this is fine. 
The money received for the 
work is not a detraction from the 
art of expression of that work! 
A practice becomes commercial- 
ized only when the artist will 
alter a work for the sake of 
selling it. This willingness to 
compromise, defeats the integ- 
rity of the art. This, in part, 
is fostered by the American idea! 
that money reflects success, If 
a true artist receives money for 
a work, that money may be a 
reflection of a true art skill. 
\ person who alters his works 
for the price they will bring 
only shows that he has good busi- 
ness acumen, not necessarily a 
skill for producing art, 

here may perhaps be another 
underlying factor inherent in the 
problem says Fishback, ‘‘This 
age of automation has robbed the 
people of the incentive to do a 
good job,’’ Rather than a person 
performing an action to produce 
a product, the consequences of 
automation only allow that person 
to do a portion of the entire oper- 
ation, Hence, these people lose 
the perspective of the entire job 
and the craftsman-like atti- 
tude and pride of 4 job well 
done. The photographer who 
strives for the ultimate that his 
pictures can portray and who 
takes pride in the accomplish- 
ment of his goal, is a true artist. 

Some people support the idea 
that photography cannot be art 
because it is an automatic and 
mechanical action, Gien Fishback 
reflects on that statement in this 
way: ‘‘Unfortunately, automation 
has disillusioned people to think 
that the camera takes the picture, 
The picture is formed as a re- 
sult of mirroring the thoughts 
of the photographer. In this re- 
spect it is similar to any other 
form of art which may mirror 
the thoughts of the painter, writer 
or musician,
